PARKS JURY OBTAINED. 


Trial of the Walking Delegate on Charge 
of Extortion Will Be Started To-day. 


The jury to try Samuel Parks, the walk- 
ing delegate of the Housesmiths’ Union, in- 
dicted on the charge of extortion, was com- 
pleted yesterday. The first six jurors were 
chosen last Thursday, and the selection of 
the other six began yesterday as s00n as 
Recorder Goff took his seat in Part I. of 
General Sessions, 

Col. David C. Robinson and Joseph P. and 
A. C. Eustace, with ex-Magistrate Brann, 
appeared as counsel for the accused labor 
leader. Parks sat with them, apparently 
little concerned in the proceedings. As- 
sistant District Attorney Rand; with Depu- 


ty Assistants Ely and Chadwick, represent- 
ed the people. 

A special panel of 250 was in attendance, 
and the first talesman examined was 
Charles Taber of The Irving Press, 431 
Fifth Avenue.. He was challenged because 


of his acquaintance with District Attorney 
Jerome, and the challenge was sustained. 
George Endicott of 29 Liberty Street didn't 
object to the office of walking delegate, but 
didn’t like the way the one in question 
fillea the office, and was finally excused. 

Wiliam R. Gray of 508 West One Hun- 
dred and Forty-sixth Street was excused 
because of interest in building operations, 
added to the fact that he was friendly with 
William’ S. Devery, 

The first talesman accepted was Louis

The ninth juror was George W. Wiley, 
who said he was too busy to read the 
newspapers and hence had no knowledge of 
the Parks case. Juror No. 10 was Allan 
Williams, an 1,123 
Broadway. 

William M, Sanford, a lithographer liv- 
ing at 50 East Nineteenth Street, was ex-. 
cused when he said that he had a relative 
who had paid money to have a strike set- 
tled and hence felt himself prejudiced 
against the defendant. 

he eleventh juror was John M. Waddle 
of 253 Broadway, a railroad builder. The 
twelfth juror selected was R. Llewelyn 
Rees, treasurer at 234 East Fortieth Street. 

The trial will be started to-day. There 
are three indictments against Parks. The 
particular one on which he is to be tried 
accuses him of obtaining $200 from Jo- 
sephus Plenty to call off a strike.

OFFERED BRIBE OF $100,000. 


| Charge Against New York Interests of 


Chicago ‘Union Traction Company.

CHICAGO, Ill., Aug. 17.—A sensation was 
sprung in Judge Grosscup’s court to-day 
when the attorneys for the minority stock- 
holders appeared in answer to a rule to 
show why they should not be punished for 
contempt of court for praying for an in- 
junction restraining the receivers from re- 
organizing the 
Street Railway Companies. 

After Attorneys Moran and Mayer had 
exculpated themselves from blame and the 
rule had been dismissed, Judge Grosscup 
said the matter had been further compli- 
cated by knowledge which had come to him 
that an offer had been made of $100,000 to 
settle the difficulty. 

Attorney Moran was on his feet in an 
instant and said that the offer had been 
made to his firm, and that it came from 
the attorneys representing the New York 
interests of the Union Traction Company. 
The offer had been made repeatedly and 
refused by his firm. 

Levy Mayer corroborated his partner's 
statement and said that the offer was to 
pay the firm $25,000 in cash and $7,500 a 
month for ten months. The offer had been 
renewed ag late as last Saturday. There 
was a sensation in the courtroom, and the 
attorneys for the other side appeared to be 
nonplussed. 

Judge Grosscup said that he would cail 
for all the evidence concerning this phase 
of the matter, and would sift it to the bot- 
tom. Concerning the alleged contempt of 
court, Mr. Moran said that he knew noth- 
ing of the court's order until 7:30 o'clock 
Saturday night, when he was served with 
the notice by an official of the Federal! 
Court. Attorney Moran said that he at 
once tried to get his office by telephone to 
inform his partners of the serving of the 
papers. He could not get the office by 
wire, so he went there in person. He 
found, he said, that his colleagues knew 
nothing of the restraining order. 

Moran was exonerated by the court and 
the attorney for the receivers. 

Judge Grosscup said that the affairs of 
the Union Traction Company were in the 
hands of the United States court, and that 
the receivers in charge were there to pro- 
tect all the stockholders. He made per- 
manent the injunction order restraining the 
minority stockholders from interfering in 
any way with the reorganization meeting 
of the traction companies called: for to- 
morrow. 


CHICAGO ASSESSMENTS CUT. 


Union Traction and Consolidated Com- 
Get Rellef—Reduction 
for Lipton.

CHICAGO, Aug. 17.—Reductions in as- 
sessments aggregating $2,940,500 were grant- 
ed the Chicago Unfon Traction Company 
and the Chicago Consolidated Railway 
Company by the Board of Review to-day. 
The assessment against the former was 
cut from $10,125,000 to $9,125,000, nearts all 
the reduction accruing to the West Side lines 
connected with the company. To the Chi- 
cago Consolidated Company a reduction 
from $3,940,500 to $2,000,000 was granted, 
cuts being made in each town traversed by 
the roads of the company. Ip neither in- 
stance does the assessment of the Board 
of Review conform with the sworn sched- 
ule of the traction companies.

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SHIP’S SURGEON IN RIVER 


Body Found Believed to be That of 
Dr. Corbett of the Astoria. 


Formerly Was a Minister in Glasgow— 
Watch and Diamonds Not Disturbed — 
—Disappeared Wednesday. 


The body of a drowned man believed by 
the police to be that of Dr. J, Muir Corbett, 
a ship’s surgeon connected with the 
Anchor Line, was found in the North River 
off West Fifty-seventh Street yesterday 
afternoon by Edward Borden, a boatman, of 

455 Ninth Street, Brooklyn. Borden towed 
the body to a float, and it was removed 
to the Morgue. 

On the third finger of the left hand of 
the body was a diamond ring and another 
was found in the waistcoat pocket. Papers 
and letters indicated the identity. In one 
of the pockets was a_ pawnticket for a 
gold watch that had been pledged in Glas- 
gow, July 21, 1903, for £9. 

The watchman on duty at the Anchor 
Line pier at West Twenty-fourth Street, 
said last night that he had not heard of 
the disappearance of Dr. Corbett, and was 
not sure there was a ship's surgeon by 
that name connected with the line, There 
were no marks of violence of any kind on 
the body. In addition to the rings the 
man wore a gold watch and chain, the 
latter having a sovereign attached as a 
charm, 

From a member of the crew of the steam- 
ship Columbia, now lying at the Anchor 
Line pier, it was learned that Dr, J. Muir 
Corbett was ship surgeon on the steamship 
Astoria of that line. The man said that 
when the Astoria sailed on Sunday for 
Glasgow Dr. Corbett was not aboard, He 
said that this fact had been commented on. 
The description of the man found in the 

} tiver tallies with that of the missing ship's 
surgeon, The sailor on the Columbia ex- 
pressed the opinion that Dr. Corbett had 
met with an accident of some kind. 

Dr. McIntyre, the ship's surgeon of the 


Columbia, was seen late last night, and said 
the body was undoubtedly that of Dr. Cor- 
bett. 

“Dr. Corbett was formerly a minister in 
Glasgow,’ said Dr. McIntyre, “‘and when 
resting from his spiritual labors he read 
medicine. Finally he was graduated in 
medicine. His relatives all live In Glasgow, 
and I do not think he knew many people 
in this country, except perhaps ship ac- 
quaintances. 

“ He was always in a cheerful mood, cnd 
his death must have been due to accident. 
We have been worried about him since 
Wednesday of last week, When he disap- 
peared. he Astoria arrived from Glas- 
gow on Aug. 9, and Dr. Corbett was with 
her. From the day she landed up to last 
Wednesday he was seen going in and out 
every night by the watch. Wednesday 
night he went out, carrying his instrument 
case with him, and he has not been seen 


since.” 
LIVING HIGHER. 


COST OF 
Employers’ 


Chicago Association So 
Learns, and Will Seek to Have 
Wages Advanced Proportionately.

CHICAGO, Aug. 17.—After receiving a re- 
port from a corps of experts concerning the 
price of commofities in districts where the 
organized workingmen of the city live, the 
Employers’ Association has discovered that 
the cost of living has increased 15 per cent. 
during the last five years, and has decided 
that wages should be increased in like ratio. 
In many cases the increase already has 
been granted; in future cases this will be 
the basis of wage raises. 

The Chicago association intends to test 
the solution of the wage problem, which it 
believes it has found. Whether or not the 
labor organizations will accept, the em- 
ployers intend to put it into effect at once, 
and the first opportunity will come before 
the close of the week. 

+ “If an employer to whom the original de- 
j mand has been made has not increased 
Wages in proportion to the increase in the 
cost of living, we advise him to do so, 
because the demand is just,” said Secretary 
Frederick Job. ‘** But hereafter we do not 


‘| propose to concede to the union that liv- 


ng has increased, say 45 per cent., when 
it has not done so. Then if the union mak- 
ing the demand proposes to fight we shall 

' fight. too. The Department of Statistics 
will be permanently maintained.”’ 


Instructor in the University of Chicago 
Treats a Violent Case of Tetanus 
Successfully.

CHICAGO, IIL, Aug. 17.—A cure for lock- 


jaw has been discovered and successfully 
tested here by Dr. S. A. Mathews of the 
University of Chicago. George Newman of 
9,716 Exchange Avenue was the patient and 
the cure was effected while hg was in the 
midst of the most violent tetanus spasms. 

The Newman boy caught his toe in the 
chain of a bicycle and tetanus set in. Nine 
of the best physicians in Chicago treated 
the lad, but he steadily got worse. The 
spasms began last Tuesday and Dr. Ma- 
thews was called. 

For month Dr. Mathews, formerly a 
student under Prof. Loeb, has beén work- 
ing in the physiological laboratory of the 
University, where he is an instructor in 
pharmacology. He had already succeeded 
on animals, and was waiting for a chance 
to try it on a human. 

An entirely venous injection of salts, chlor- 
ide and potassium, wes made in the lower 
erm, ‘ttle improvement was seen, and 
tte boys pulse was 141. Other injections 
were given Wednesda and Saturday 
nights. The pulse went down and he began 
tc improve. He is now almost well, ard 
the scientific department of the university 
is rejolving over the sucressful test. 

It is thought that the cure will be ef- 
fective in the ease of snake bites and other 

} blood poisonings.

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BONDS MISSING FROM BANK. 


Placed There for Safe Keeping the 
Navesink’s Depositors Now De- 
mand Them in Vain.

RED BANK, N. J., Aug. 17.—Another sen- 
sation in the Navesink Bank troubles was 
produced to-day by the announcement that 
some bonds which were deposited there for 
safekeeping had been abstracted. Search 
for the missing bonds was fruitless. One 
man who is anxious over the whereabouts 
of $5,000 worth of Long Branch water bonds 
is James Conover of Holmdel, who is also 
a stockholder in the bank. His bonds and 
stock certificates were in one envelope, 
but the stock certificates were all that could 
be found. It is said that other bonds were 
also missing when their owners demanded 
them to-day. 

Receiver W. A, Mason sald to-night that 
the bank’s affairs were in such a con- 
dition that it would be some.time before he 
could make a definite statement. He is be- 
ing assisted by Mr. Whitehead of the Con- 
trolier’s office at Washington. Statements 
relative to the bank's present status will be 
forwarded to the Controller of the Cur- 
rency next Saturday. To-day the deposit- 
ors were requested to hand Yn their pass- 
books in order that they might get receiv- 
er’s certificates, Depositors who put money 
in the bank after the concern was declared 
insolvent will receive their money. Cashier 
Cowart’s bonds for $20,000 are furnished by 
the American Surety Com y. To-day the 
company sent representatives here to look 
over matters, and it is possible that the 
bank will receive the money during the 
week. “ Depositors appear hopeful that they 
will receive all they plac in the bank, 
dollar for dollar, but there is no assurance 
that such will be the case, and much will 
depend, it is said, on the amount of worth- 
less paper reported to be in the bank.

More Than for Chicago Exposition.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—The managers 
of the St. Louls Exposition are much en- 
couraged by responses received from foreign 
governments in connection with the Exposi- 
tion. 

At the Chicago Exposition forty-six 
countries were represented, and their ag- 
gregate expenditures for exhibition pre 
poses were $5,763,108. Thus far fifty-three 
countries have accepted the invitation to 
exhibit at St. Louis, of which forty-two 
have appropriated the aggregate sum of 
$6,389.60 to defray the expenses of their 
exhibits, eleven have not yet made appro- 
prestions and fourteen are yet to be heard 
rom,

The railway company has reorganized and 
a controlling interest in the stock was sold 
under certain conditions. Mr. O'Connor 
alleges that the contract of sale has not 
been carried out. The old stockholders are 
determined to make the purchasers carry 
out the terms of the agreement, 

The intention of getting this injunction 
has been kept secret, and messengers were 
hastily djspatched to New York as soon 
as the injunction was prestes to serve the 
order. It ig understool that the applicants 
for the injunction were interest in the 
payment of bonds that they underwrote 
some time ago. The bonds are with the 
Knickerbocker Tr@st Company of New 
York and mature to-morrow. 


GASOLINE YACHT EXPLODES.

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DESTROYERS GRASH 
AT NAVAL REVIEW 


The Barry Rams the Decatur Near 
the President’s Yacht. 


Crowds on Great Flotilla of Pleasure 
Craft Cheer the Manoeuvres Off 
Oyster Bay—Sir Thomas Lip-. 


ton Among Mr. Roose- 


velt’s Guests.

OYSTER BAY, Aug. 17.—President Theo- 


dore Roosevelt was the central figure to- 
day in one of the most notable naval re- 
views held in American waters since .the 
civil war, and certainly the most imposing. 
The splendid function was marred to a 
certain extent at the very end by an acci- 
dent in which the torpedo boat destroyer 
Degatur was rammed py one of her sister 
craft, the Barry, during a daring evolution 
in which five of this type of craft were 


passing before the President’s yacht May- 
flower at a twenty-two-knot speed. 

The accident took place before the eyes 
of the President, Mrs. Roosevelt, and half 
a hundred guests, including leading mili- 
tary and nayal commanders of the United 
States, a company of Naval Attachés of 
foreign nations, and distinguished civilians, 
Although the greatest excitement prevailed 
among the women of the President's party, 
the coolness of the American naval officers 
and seamen under emergency was never 
more inspiringly exemplified. The Decatur 
was badly dented, and disaster was nar- 
rowly averted, yet among the men of the 
war vessels near by there was never a mo- 
ment's confusion. 

The accident occurred shortly before 5 
o'clock, and within a few minutes of the 
time when the day’s function would have 
been declared at an end. Already the main 
body of the fleet, having taken its part in 
the great pageant, had passed by, each 
of the larger ships having thundered forth 
her last salute, and the sailors had given 
their last cheer and passed on, when the 
first division of torpedo-boat destroyers, 
commanded by Lieut. Chandler, a son of 
ex-Secretary of the Navy Chandler, and 
including the Decatur, acting as flagship; 
the Dale, Bainbridge, Barry, and Chaun- 
cey, manned by some of the most skillful 
officers and sailors, fell back from the lone 
single line, and, drawing together until 
their green sides almost touched, entered 
upon a wedge formation. 
the Mayflower while the President waved 
his hat in enthusiasm for'the fine manoeu- 
vres, and the distinguished guests abvut 
him joined in applause, 

The snakelike vessels passed about two 
miles beyond the Mayflower, turned out- 
ward, and spread like a huge green fan 
as the different vessels sheered around and 
headed toward the President's yacht again. 
Here was to come one of the most difficult 
and dangerous manovevres cut out for this 
dangerous craft. These five vessels were 
to execute the wedge formation while un- 
der full speed, a feat requiring the most 


perfect steering mechanism and the most 
perfect seamanship. 


THE CHAUNCEY OUT OF IT. 


There was a signal from the Chauncey. 
Her steering gear-was not acting with ab- 
solute perfection. She promptly’ withdrew 
from the line, leaving the four vessels from 
whose funnels black smoke began to pour 
in preparation for full speed ahead. Back 


they came toward the Mayflower like four 
live monsters of green, each vessel send- 
ing a great billow ahead in her terrific 
speed. Slowly they drew together, until 
they were separated by not more than two 
hands breadth, while their speed increased 
to eighteen, twenty, twenty-one and then 
twenty-two knots. The slightest falter- 
ing of the hand of the man at the helm of 
any of the vessels, the slightest flaw in 
the rudder meant possible disaster. 

The mechanism in the Barry Sovelanes 
a single fault at the supreme moment. The 
vessel's half-hidden bow lay at the star- 
board quarter of the Decatur. When the 
flying wedge was within about a mile 
of the Mayflower, and the spectators were 
fairly holding their breath, the bow of the 
Dale was seen to swerve to port. 

Instantly there was the crash of steel 
against steel, the crunching.of metal could 
be heard over the waters, as the Decatur's 
starboard quarter was struck, and the fly- 
ing craft, like some wounded Sing of life 
heeled far over to port, so far that her port 
rail was almost awash, 

There was an involuntary cry of dismay 
from the decks of the Mayflower, and sev- 
eral of the women screaméd and turned 
their heads away, expecting to look again 
and behold a great disaster, 

But in this one instant splendid things 
were happening. When the Decatur was 
stuck the Dale was next to her on the port 
side, goarcely a foot away, and next to the 
Dale the Bainbridge. 

Here a moment's hesitation on the part 
of the helmsman of either of these vessels 
meant a series of collisions, and at this 
tremendous speed a great disaster. But 
there was no hesitation. 

Instantly this practically solid body of 


swiftly moving steel separated, and the | 


next moment four vessels were rushing 
apart, while from the decks of the Bain- 
bridge, the Dale, and the Barry were heard 
the sharp, quick shouting of orders, and 
down from the davits of the three vessels 
dropped boats, which splashed into the 
water and headed for the Decatur, which 
had blowed down quickly and was dropping 
astern. 


EXCITEMENT ON MAYFLOWER. 


Meanwhile there was the greatest excite- 
ment on board the Mayflower among the 
women, but their cries mingled with the 
orders from the bridge of the vessel, and 
within a moment the white-jacketed satlors 
were standing beside every boat, waiting 
for the final orders for lowering. President 
Snoosevelt, on the bridge, noted every one 
of the preparations, and when he saw this 


discipnne ana promptness he lifted his hat 


and shouted, ‘“Good, good, well done!’ with 
a voice full of emotion. 

It was the work of only a few moments 
for the boats of the other destroyers to 
reach their sister vessel, and there was no 
need of towering the Mayflower’s boats for 
rescues, as it was seen that the Decatur 
was in no immediate danger of sinking. A 
hasty examination was made of the craft, 
and it was found that while her quarter 
had received a terrific blow she was not 
seriously injured, and there was. a cheer 
all around. 

The bow of the Barry had made a -big 
indentation in the steel side and torn away 
a section of the rail, but the blow had not 
been vital. The Decatur was promptly 
taken out of the line, however, and will 
proceed to the Brooklyn Navy’ Yard for 
repairs. Lieut. Chandler personally came 
on board the Mayflower and assured the 
President that no one had been injured, and 
was congratulated on all sides and sent 
back with words of praise for the men of 
his division. , . 

This accident was the only marring feat- 
ure of an imposing reminder to the Presi- 
-dent that he is the Commander in Chief of 
one of the best navies of the world. ‘

COMPOSITION OF THE FLEET. 


Commanded by Rear.Admiral Barker and 
Rear Admirals Coghlan, Sands, and. Wise, 
the fleet was made up, of the following 
vessels: The battleships. Kearsarge, Ala- 
bama, Illinois, and Texas; the cruisers Bal- 
timore, Chicago, Olympia, Yankee, Topeka, 
Prairie, Panther, Dolphin; the torpedo 
boat destroyers Truxton, Worden, Whip- 
ple. Lawrence, Stewart, Decatur, Bain- 
bridge, ‘Barry, Dale, and Chauncey. 

The review took place two miles and @ 
haif off the entrance to Oyster Bay, and 
a finer setting for such a scene could not 
.well be imagined. It was a splendid pic- 
ture In white and blue and green—the two 


white lines of cruisers and battleships, 
manned by sailors in white and marines in 
blue; the blue sky above and the blue 
waters beneath, the deep green of the 
flotilla of torpedo boat destroyers, and the 
even deeper green of the trees that fringed 
the shore of Long Island and the dimmer 
shores of Connecticut across the Sound, 
These predominating colors were broken 
and relieved by the gay coloring of flags 
and bunting and streamers everywhere over 
an enormous flotilla of pleasure craft, and 
by the dress of thousands of enthusiastic 
excursionists. 
Everything and anything that would float 
anc many Lig that barely possessed 
that virtue had been requisitioned, and as 
early as 6 o'clock boatloads of excursion- 
ists had put out toward Liloyd’s Point, 
where the Mayflower, long and white and 
shimmering in the sunlight, swung at her 
anchor. About this vantage point was 
gathered a great fleet of splendid steam 
yachts, including thore vessels than could 
be geen in a New York Yacht Club cruise. 
In this gay company was Sir Thomas Lip- 
ton’s yacht Erin and the vessels of some 
of the best-known yachtsmen of America, 
and when at 8 o'clock the wife of the 
President stepped into the launch at the 
foot of Sagamore Hill for the short trip 
across the glassy waters to the Mayflower 
she beheld a scene of truly. inspiring 
beauty. 
Shortly. after the arrival of Mrs. Roosevelt 
and Miss Alice Roosevelt the President put 
off in a launch from the J. Roosevelt Roose- 
velt dock, at the foot of Sagamore Hill, and 
quickly arrived on board the Mayflower, 
where his guests had preceded him. A sa- 
lute of 21 guns thundered out as the Presi- 
dent's flag was unfurled at the truck, and 
the white vessel got under way, while the 
flotilla of pleasure craft fell in behind. Im- 
mediately behind the Mayflower came the 
President's official yacht Syiph, with Mrs. 
J. West Roosevelt, Kermit, Ethel, and 
Archie Roosevelt, children of the President, 
and a party of friends. Next came the 
biggest of the yachts, headed by the Erin, 
and. then craft of every conceivable de- 
scription. ‘ 
Slowly the Mayflower picked her’ way 
along the narrow channel and passed out 
‘into the open between Sandy. Point and 
Rocky Point, and a little later was at the 
head of the lines of war vessels. The 4,000 
men were at attention, strung along on 
yards, lining rails, superstry res, turrets, 
and tops, and furnishing magnificent 
picture with a background of blue water 
and green shore line. 
The Mayflower turned sharply from a 
northeasterly course and passed westerly 
down through the first lane formed by a 
line of torpedo boat destroyers and battle- 
ships, the latter line being headed by the 
Kearsarge, the flagship of the fleet com- 
mander. There was a thunder of twenty- 
one guns from the glistening white moun- 
tain of steel. while amid the booming of the 
guns could be heard the saluting ruffie of 
drums and notes of the bugles, and then 
burst out the strains of “‘ Hail, Columbia.” 
The President, standing on the bridge, sur- 
rounded by Admirals and Generals, lifted 
his silk hat almost with an air of exulta- 
tion at this display of might and beauty. 
; When he was directly opposite the big ves- 

sel there burst forth-a sound that was as 
inspiring as any. It was three cheers from 
the throats of the hundreds of “ men be- 
hind the guns”’ that the President never 
tires of praising. 

Then the Mayflower passed in turn the 
ponderous Illinois, Alabama, Texas, and 
the other vessels of the battleship Hne, each } 
vessel in turn saluting with twenty-one 
guns. following with chéers and the strains 
of ‘“‘ Hail, Columbia,”’ or ‘“‘ The Star-Span- 
gled Banner.”’ The thousands of specta- 
tors took up the songs or the cheers in an 
excess of enthusiasm. | 

Passing the first line. the Mayflower | 
turned, passed back between the line of ; 
cruisers and a second flotilla of destroyers. 
and finally swung to starboard again and 
came to anchor near the Kearsarge, while 
out from each of the vessels in the fleet 
put launches and gigs, each bearing a ¢om- 
manding officer of a vessel, come to make ; 
an official visit to the Commander in Chief. 
Here the great pleasure fleet had beeun } 
to close in se thickly that the President 
was visibly annoyed and gave his first 
order. It was that each vessel of the fleet |

EXCHANGE OF COURTESIBS. 


The commanding officers were asked to 
luncheon, during whi¢h the President pro-

As the President stepped aboard the 
big battleship from his fourteen-oared 
barge every vessel in the harbor simul- 
taneously thundered forth a salute of twen- 

; ty-one guns. The same number of guns 
was given when he left, and this was re- 
peated on his boarding and disembarkin 
from each of the four flagships. At eac 
of the vesgels he made a short .gpeech to 
the mien, to the effect that they must not 
only know how ‘to die for their country 
but also how to fight. for it. 

It required two hours for the President 
to complete his round of visits, and at the 
end of his tour every ship in the fleet ex- 
cept the destroyers had saluted him twen- 
ty-five times, a total of 6,300 guns. 

Upon the return of the President to the 
Mayflower, the vessel got under way and 
steamed eastward for several miles, com- 
ing to anchor then, in order that the fleet 
might pass in review. The vessels of the 
fleet weighed: anchor, and in single col- 
umn, headed by the Kearsage, steamed 
slowly 4 the Mayflower.

The reason given for the rejection of the 
treaty by the Colombian Senate, it is said 
here, was the alleged encroachment on Co- 
lombian sovereignty which its opponents 
contended would result from the treaty. 
This information was contained in the 
dispatch received to-night by Dr. Herran 
from Foreign Minister Ricos at Bogota, 
This dispatch showed that in its present 
form the treaty was absolutely unaccepta- 
ble to the Senate for the reason above stat- 


ed and that it had been rejected unani- 
mously. 

The view taken by the Senate was at va- 
riance with that heid by the Government of 
Colombia, which felt satisfied, when it sub- 
mitted the treaty’ to Congress, that there 
would be no impairment of Colombia’s sov- 
ereignty if the treaty should be ratified, 
Incidental to the general question of sov- 
éreignty necessarily was that of a lease of 
the strip of land through which the canal 
was to be constructed, and the debate in 
the Colombian Senate indicated that that 
body regarded this as amounting to a sale 
of the land, and therefore objectionable. 

When the treaty was submitted to the 
Senate by the committee to which it had 
been referred seven of the Senators favored 
it, with certain amendments which they 

roposed, and the remaining two opposed 

t absolutely. The amendments proposed 
by the majority are not known here, but 
they evidently referred to the question of 
sovereignty, as is indicated by the subse- 
ont rejection of the treaty in its present 

orm. : 

Another ground of antagonism to the 
treaty is said to be the feeling among the 
officials of Colombia that the Hay-Herran 
agreement did not provide for a sufficiently 
large sum of money to be id to the Co- 
lombian Government. In ashington the 
treaty is considered liberal on that point, 
and it is believed the Senate would not con- 
sent to go further in that direction. It ‘s 
probable*that an extension of time for ex- 
change of ratifications would give the Co- 
lombian Congress opportunity to learn that 
sentiment in this country is against payin 
Colombia a‘ larger sum than that agre 
upon, the result of which would be to in- 
duce the Senate to reconsider its adverse 
vote and ratify the treaty without amend- 
ment. 

The reported rejection of the treaty has 
directed. attention to the possibility of 
building the canal by the Nicaragua route. 
The act of Congress directing the Presi- 
dent to negotiate with Colombia also di- 
rects that in case he should not be able to 
obtain for the United States control of the 
necessary territory frem Colombia within a 
reasonable time and upon reasonable terms, 
then, “ having first obtained for the United 
States perpetual control by treaty of the 
necessary territory from Costa Rica and 
Nicaragua, upon terms which he may con- 
sider reasonable for the construction, main- 
tenance, operation, and protection of the 
canal connécting the Caribbean Sea with 
the Pacific Ocean by what is commonl 
known as the Nicaragua route,.the Presi- 
dent shall, through the said commission, 
cause to be excavated and constructed a 
ship canal and waterway from a point on 
the Caribbean Sea near Greytown by_way 
of Lake Nicaragua to a point near Brito 
on the Pacific Ocean.”’ 

It is pointed out that the language of the 
act is mandatory, and the failure of the 
Panama treaty is held to mean by those 
who advocated the Nicaragua route that 
it is the duty of the President to proceed 
at once to negotiate with Costa Rica and 
Nicaragua as directed by the terms of the 
act. 


NICARAGUA AN ALTERNATIVE. 


If adverse action has proceeded on the 
theory, as reported from the isthmus, that 
the alternative for the Nicaragua route was 
inserted as a threat that the United States 
will ultimately agree upon the Panama 
route and accept such terms as Colombia 
will present, a palpable mistake has been 
made, The bill as passed by the House 
provided for constructing the canal by the 
Nicaragua route, and the Panama route 
was subsequently substituted in the Senate 
on the recommendation of the Walker 
Commission, and after the Panama Canal. 
“Company had offered its concessions and 

roperty rights and interests on the 
sthmus at a very large reduction from the 
sum originally demanded. 

In addition to the offer of the Panama 
Company, the Colombian Government, 
through its diplomatic representatives, took 
an active part in bringing about the sub- 
stitution of the Panama route, furnishin 
this Government with what was regarded 
as satisfactory evidence that the necessary 
territorial concessions would be made. 
Hiven with these inducements, it required 
months of labor and discussion to secure 
the abandonment of the Nicaragua route, 
and as finally agreed upon the act author- 
izing the President to proceed in the mat-~- 
ter was a compromise by which the Nica- 

ua route was inserted in the act as an 
alternative proposition and under an ap- 
prehension that Colombia could not grant 
@ perpetual right to the strip of territory 
to be traversed by the canal.

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|GOPPER MINE SCANDAL 


F. A..Heinze’s Charges Against a 
Member of Geological Survey. 


Says W. H. Weed Published Information 
Obtained Under Faise Pretense— 
Amalgamated Copper Com- 
pany Benefited. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—-The good faith 
of the United States Geological Survey is 
called in question by charges which have 
been made by George H. Robinson and F. 
A. Heinge, the Montana copper king, 
against W. H. Weed, a member of the 
sutvey, in connection with the publication 
of facts in an-official report on the mining 
interests In the Butté (Mon.) district. It is 
claimed that Mr. Weed was permitted by 
the owners to enter the mines belonging to 
the Heinze Syndicate, under a pledge not 
to publish what he saw until pending litiga- 
tion had been. tefminated. Without this 
promise, it is said, he never would have 
been allowed in the mine, and it is distinct- 
ly charged that it was his purpose in going 
into the properties to get information which 
would influence the pending litigation and 
the stocks floated by the syndicate. 

Heinze has written a long letter to C, D. 
Walcott, the Director of the survey, setting 
forth the gravamen of the charges and the 
seriousness of Mr. Weed’s conduct in plac- 
ing in an official report facts which were 
given to him under a pledge of secrecy. 
The mine owners at first refused Mr. Weed 
permission to enter the property, because 
of their sispicion that certain persons de- 
sired to get information for the benefit of 
the Amalgamated Copper Company, a rival 
to the Heinze interests, Weed wrote a 
létter to Robinson denying that he had any 


intention of aiding these persons, and then’ 


the permission was granted. He also 
showed a telegram from Mr. Walcott eay- 
ing that no survey report would be made 
upon the property pending litigation. It is 
reported that when Mr. Walcott had his 
attention called to the publication of the in- 
formation he said that the duty of the 


survey to the public would not permit it to 
keep back the information in question. 
Neither Weed nor Walcott 4s in Wash- 
ington, zeing engeged in field work at this 
time. Mr. eed has been connected with 
the survey since 1883. He is a son-in-law 
of Congréssman Hill of Connecticut, and 
has done some interesting scientific work. 
He was the first to discover that the color 
of the hot springs and geysers in the Yei- 
lowstone Park is due to algae and that the 
deposits are due to algae in hot waters. 
He discovered Death Gulch, in the Yellow- 
stone Park, where elk, bear, and other wild 
animais die from the effects of carbon 
dioxide gas from an extinct spring. He 
has been for.a year or two past preparing 
a& monogram on copper mining for the 
survey, and has had entire charge of sur- 
vey work in the Montana copper regions. 


DEVERY PICNICKERS GRUMBLE. 


Ninth District Residents Favored in Ice 
Cream Ticket Distribution—The ex- 
Police Chief’s Remarks. 


The afternoon picnic and Summer night’s 
festival of the William S. Devery Associa- 
tion, held yesterday at Sulzer’s Harlem 
River Park, One Hundred and Twenty- 
seventh Street and Second Avenue, was not 
entirely the success that had been antici- 
pated.

He occupied a 
box in the centre of the dancing pavilion, 
which was packed. The cheering was not 
lasting, there being a sort of sadness about 
the proceedings, not enlivened by the big 
electric light letters announcing Dever. as 
the next Mayor. The only real enthuslasm 
was when he leaned over and pulled out 
of —— a little child that was being 
crushed by the crowd. 

He took occasion to remark that he was 
not responsible for a synopsis of his plat- 
form given out by one of his ‘men, which 
included everything that has been inserted 
in every socialistic platform and demanded 
that Manhattan, separated from the other 
boroughs, should make the next star in the 
flag. In his speech he declared that the 
people should “insurrect against trust and 
monopoly,”’ and that when he was Mayor 
“the people would not be given free li- 
braries, which they cannot eat.” He would 
see to it that they would have coal and 
wood to peep warm in Winter. He said 
that 50,000 tickets had been sold, so that 
there would be over $12,000 accumulated 
for the poor.

BOY TORTURED TO DEATH. 


Young Prisoner in Gonvict Camp at 
Dutton, Fla., Brutally Treated—in- 
vestigation Asked by Mother.

ATLANTA, Ga., Aug. 17.—Mrs. W. J. 
Blake, wife of one of the leading merchants 
of Milledgeville, Ga.,; has addressed open 
letters to Govs. Terrell and Jennings of 
Georgia and Florida, in which she charges 
that her sixteen-year-old son was tortured 
to death in a convict camp at Dutton, Fla. 
Mrs. Blake says: 

“They made him roll a heavy wheelbar- 
row filled with phosphate rock, from which 
his hands became blistered, and on account 
of his sickness he could not keep up with 
the rest, for which he was ordered to un- 
dress, and was held by two negroes while 
the strap was applied by a man weighing 
about 200 pounds. 

“Being put back to work and still not 
being able to keep up, he was again or- 
dered to undress and was whipped in the 
same manner, after which he became very 
sick and was vomiting. The man or brute 
who whipped him then cursed him, telling 
him to et out of his sight; he didn’t want 
to look at him. 

“The grip of the negroes bruised his 
flesh until it was black and blue, and my 
innocent boy was laid in his coffin with the 
imprint of the strap and the negroes 
fingers upon him, After beating him into 
almost insensibility, he lay there for four 
days, part of the time delirious, without 
any attention, or even water to drink. 

The boy died, and the parents brought 
the body to. Milledgeville, where five phy- 
sicians hela an autopsy and reported that 
death was ‘‘ due to torture.’’ 


GALLANT RESCUES AT A FIRE. 


Woman and Baby Carried to the Street 
by a Firernan, Who Found Them 
Unconscious. 


During a fire which started at 10:50 
o’clock last night in the basement of the 
four-story building 99 Lexington Avenue, 
the ground floor of which is occupied by 
Robert Landrock as a grocery store, there 
were gallant rescues by Fireman George 
of Hook and Ladder Company No. 7 and 
by Policeman Helmrich of the East Twen- 
ty-second Street Station. 

Before the fire was discovered it had 
eaten its way through from the basement 
to the grocery store, and was feeding on 
the “inflammable material there. In the 
rear of the store were Mr. Landrock and 
his wife. The smoke was so thick that 
they were persy suffocated when Patrol- 
man Helmrich rushed in and dragged them 
out. 

In the apartment on the second floor was 
Mrs. 8S. L. Quirk and her baby. Fireman 
George ran up stairs, broke in the door of 
the apartment and discovered them uncon- 
scious on the bed. Lifting both of them in 
his arms he carried them to safety in the 


street. 

The damage to the building is about 
$1,000, and to the stock the grocery store 
about $4,000. The building is owned by 
Julius Meyer of 275 Third Avenue. 


GETS BROTHER’S FORTUNE. 


Mackensack Resident Hears by Chance 
News of Relative Long Lost Sight Of. 


HACKENSACK, N. J., Aug. 17.—Jacob E. 
Mueller, a well-known resident of this 
place, to-day received information that he 
has proved to the satisfaction of the au- 
thorities of Indian Territory that he is the 
only living heir to the estate of John M. 
Mueller of that State, who died four years 


ago, leaving property valued at half a 
million dollars. 

Early in 1881 John M. Mueller came to 
thie country -from Gérniany and settled in 
Barthsville, Cherokee Nation, Indian Terri- 
tory.

At Asbury Park Orville Turner Lies | 
in Wait for His Wife. 


He Is Caught with a Pistol, Makes Mad 
Dashes Around Street Corners, 
and Lands in Jail.

ILLINOIS’S CROPS SMALL. 


Wheat Production 20,000,000 Bushels 
Less Than Last Year—Oats and 
Corn Deficient, Too.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Aug. 17.—The total 
production of wheat in Illinois this year is 
16,118,000 bushels, according to statistics 
compiled by the State Board of Agriculture. 
This is nearly 20,000,000 bushels less than 
the crop of 1902. 

The average price per bushel of 70 cents 
is the highest received by the farmers since 
1891. At this price the value of the 1903 
crop amounta to $11,364,000. Last Fall 
1,706,000 acres were seeded to Winter 
wheat, and last Spring 73,000 acres were 
seeded to Spring wheat, giving a total area 
of 1,770,000 acres seeded. 

The loss of Winter wheat from Winter 
killing and other causes was 12 per cent., 
leaving 1,580,000 acres to be cut. The 
average yleld for the Northern part of the 
State was 17 bushels per acre; for Central 
Illinois, 12 bushels, and for Southern Il- 
linois, 8 bushels. The State average was 10 
bushels per acre. 

The oats crop just harvested is the small- 
est since 1895, only 98,570,000 bushels being 
reported. The average price was 30 cents 
a bushel and the total value of the crop 
$30,045,000. 

There is a deficiency in the area of corn 
of over 250,000 acres, the area being 7,947,- 
000 acres. The August condition is only 
74 per cent. of the seasonable average. 


SARATOGA THIEVES CAUGHT.

ACCUSES NEW YORK SHIPPERS. 


A Canadian, at British Commercial Con- 
gress at Montreal, Inferentially Says 
They Misrepresent Export- 
ed Wheat. 


MONTREAL, Aug. 17.—The fifth congress 
of the Chambers of Commerce of the Brit- 
ish Empire opened here to-day. Lord 
Brassy, the President of the congress, made 
the opening address. He was followed by 
Lord Strathcona, the British High Com- 
missioner, whose mention of the name of 
Joseph Chamberlain, eulogistically but 
without political prejudice, brought forth 
great applause for the British Secretary 
of Colonies. 

At the afternoon session resolutions stat- 
ing that it was in the interests of the 
British empire that British capital and emi- 

ation should be as far as possible directed 
oward the British colonies were unani- 
mously passed, as were several resolutions 
affirming that Great Britain should be free 
and the treaties made with foreign coun- 
tries to extend preferential treatment to 
her colonies, and that where such treaties 

anted Great Britain the most favored na- 
fion treatment this should also be ac- 
corded to those of her colonies which did 
not discriminate against the products of 
that country. 

The only resolition on which there was 
any discussion was ome moved by Col. 
Denison of .Toronto, respectirig the food 
supply of Great Britain, in which several 
British millers, members of the Congress, 
stated that they were perfectly willing to 
extend a preference to Canadian wheat in 
placing their orders, but that they found 
through experience that Canadian grain 
did not grade up to the certificates accom- 
panying it. 

President McFee of the Montreal Grain 
Exchange in defense said that the fault lay 
entirely with the British millers them- 
selves in accepting grade certificates of 
Manitoba grain issued in a foreign coun- 
try—that is, dated at New York or Phila- 
deiphia. 

The inference was that United States 
grain et ge were selling anything they 
had on hand as Manitoba-grown grain to 
the detriment of the Canadian grain’s repu- 
tution, and that the difficulty could be 
remedied by British millers insisting upon 
securing certificates of inspection bearing 
Canadian dates. 

To-night the delegates attended the open- 
ing of the new Board of Trade building. 


- PARDONS DYING MAN. 


Gov. Odell Releases a Ten-Year Pris- 
oner—Also Commutes a Bur- 
glar’s Sentence. 


ALBANY, N. ¥., Aug. 17.—Gov. Odell has 
pardoned Charles L. Higley, sentenced from 
Onondaga County to Auburn State prison 
for ten years for an unnatural crime. 
Higley was sentenced last November, 

The State prison officials report that he 
has consumption and can live but a few 
days. The Judge who sentenced him recom- 
mended his pardon on the further ground 
of doubt as to his guilt. 

Gov. Odell has also commuted the sen- 
tence of William H. Sheehy, who is serving 
a fifteen years’ sentence in the Auburn 
prison for burglary and grand larceny, to 
eight years and five months, ending to- 
day. he commutation is made upon the 
recommendation of Justice Griffith, who 
imposed the sentence, and ex-District At- 
torney Hull of Washington County, who 

rosecuted Sheehy, both agreeing that 
Bheehy has been sufficiently punished.

Accused of Disorderly Conduct for 
Haranguing a Bayonne Crowd. 


Carrie Nation, the strenuous opponent 
of liquor and smoking, visited Bayonne on 
Sunday night to look up some of those who 
entertained her on her previous visit a fort- 
night ago. On First Street she became 
tired of searching for her friends, and 
stopped to deliver a tirade against her pet 
aversions. 

A big crowd quickly gathered, and Mrs. 
Nation rushed about striking cigars and 
cigarettes from the mouths of those about 
her.

“BLACKLIST” IS LEGAL 


Federal Judge So Holds in Western 
Union Labor Case. 


Company's Right to Discharge Members 
of Unione and to Notify Other 
Employers Upheld. 


ST. LOUIS, Aug. 17.—Judge Rogers in the 
United States Circuit Court to-day handed 
down an opinion sustaining the demurrer 
of the Western Union Telegraph Company 
in the labor injunction case of. Boyer et al 
against that company. In the written opin- 
ion Judge Rogers sustains every point 
urged by Attorney Elenious Smith, repre- 
senting the defendant company, holding 
that the company has the absolute right 
to dismiss employes because they belong 
to the union, or for any other reason; that 
there can be no conspiracy to do a lawful 
act; that the so-called blacklist may be 
maintained, and given out for the use of 
others. 

The case resulted from a bill filed by 

telegraph operator Arthur Boyer and 
others, alleging they were members of the 
Commercial Telegraphers’ Union of Ameri- 
ca, Local Lodge No. 3 of St. Louis, and 
that they had been discharged from” the 
service of the Western Union Telegraph 
Cempany solely because they belonged to 
the union; that it was the intention of the 
Western Uunion to discharge other em- 
ployes solely because they belonged to the 
union, and that a conspiracy existed be- 
tween the St. Louis officers of the Western 
Union Company to discharge all employes 
belonging to the union and to break it up; 
that the Western Union maintains a Ust, 
called a “ blacklist,"”’ on which has been 
placed the names of the members of the 
union dischurged, and that this is furnished 
to others, and thereby those blacklisted 
have been prevented from obtaining other 
employment. 
_The bill sought to prevent the Western 
Union Company from discharging any em- 
ploye because of his being a member of the 
union, and the St. Louis officers of the 
Western Unton from conspiring to that 
end, and to prevent interference of any 
kind with the union, and to prevent the 
Western Union.

CUP YACHTS ALL READY 


Reliance and Shamrock III. Will Be 
Measured To-day for Allowance. 


Both Yachts Will Then Be Towed to 
Sandy Hook—Capt. “Lem” Miller 
of Columbia to Sail on Reliance. 


Reliance and Shamrock III. are now 
ready for the America’s Cup races. The 
last touches, the last coat of paint, and the 
last polishing up was completed yesterday 
afternoon, and the final test of spars and 
rigging was made, Early this morning 
Reliance, which lies in Drydock No. 1, will 
be floated out and let into the big Boston 
graving dock at Erie Basin, where Sham- 
rock III. lies, and this afternoon both 
yachts will be measured by Charles D. 
Mower, the measurer of the New York 
Yacht Club, and his measurement will de- 
termine what time allowance must be given 
by one yacht to the other. 

It is conceded generally that Reliance, 
chiefly on account of her larger sail area, 
will be obliged to give the challenger time. 
Those in a position to know say that Re- 
Mance’s water line is fully ninety feet, 
while, judged by the eye, Shamrock III. 
seems to be a smaller boat, with consider- 
ably less water line. On account of the 
difference in the models of the boats, how- 
ever, appearances are deceiving, but ex- 
perts who are best able to judge say that 
Shamrock will receive over a minute from 
the defender, 

The racing length of a yacht is equal to 
the sum of the water line and the square 
root of the sail area divided by two, and 
for each foot difference in the racing length 
as thus determined the smaller yacht will 
recelye an allowance of a little over one 
second per mile. The measurements of the

ance will be made public to-night at the 
New York Yacht Club. 

When the measuring is completed, which 
will probably be about 4 o’clock this after- 
noon, both challenger and defender will be 


floated out of the dock and towed down to 
Sandy Hook to their moorings in the Horse- 
shoe. ‘To-morrow each will take a final 
spin preparatory to the first cup race on 
Thursday. Shamrock III.’s best mainsail, 
which has been cut down about a foot 
since its first trial, was bent on early yes- 
terday morning, and the enamel coating 
of the underbody, which has been done 
better this time than when Shamrock III. 
was first drydocked, was completed shortly 
after noon, 

The Herreshoff workmen also finished 
their work in straightening out Reliance’s 
rudder and in pounding out the dented 
port bow plates. The rudder was twisted 
originally when the yacht was first dry- 
docked at Erie Basin, and the crooked- 
ness, while apparently not at all affecting 
the speed of the yacht, was accentuated 
when she ran aground coming out of Vine- 
yard Haven on July 23. The rivets worked 
loose and a slight leak resulted, but the 
defects have now been entirely remedied. 

Capt, Barr of Reliance, Capt. Wringe of 
Shamrock III... Capt. Lem iller of Co- 
lumbia, and Capt. Bevis of Shamrock I. 
met yesterday at Erie Basin and chaffed 
each other over the result. Capt. Miller 
will sail on Reliance and will be in charge 
of the head sails, in which particular de- 
partment of yacht racing Capt. Miller has 


no superior. 


How to Tell the Leading Yacht.

At the completion 
of the race a single white or green flag will 
indicate the winner, as the case may be.

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THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 

The unanimous rejection of the Pana- 
tha Canal treaty by the Colombian Con- 
gress was certainly not expected by 
those persons in the United States who 
have opposed the choice of the Panama 
‘route and advocated the construction of 
@ canal across Nicaragua. Whether some 
of the pretended friends of the Panama 
Canal had early information of the fate 
of the treaty is a matter almost wholly 
of conjecture. At any rate Colombia 
rejects the terms which appeared to us 
_. te be reasonable, and assuming her ac- 
tion to be final, it is now open to the 
President and it is the duty of the Presi- 
- @ent to begin negotiations with Costa 
Rica and Nicaragua, with a view to se- 
curing the necessary concessions and 
control of territory for a canal from 
Greytown by the way of Lake Nicaragua 
te Brito on the Pacific Ocean. 


The Spooner act, which became a law 
* = on June 28, 1902, declares that should 
BF the President be unable to obtain con- 
I trol of the necessary territory of the Re- 
| public of Colombia “ within a reasonable 
/ time and upon reasonable terms,” then, 
a “having first obtained for the United 
States perpetual control by treaty of the 
necessary territory from Costa Rica and 
Nicaragua apon terms which he may 
consider reasonable for the construction, 
Ba perpetual maintenance, operation, and 
* protection of a canal connecting the 
Caribbean Sea with the Pacific Ocean 
by what is commonly known as the Ni- 
caragua route,” the President “ shall 
through the said Isthmian Canal Com- 
mission cause to be excavated and con- 
structed a ship canal and waterway” 
é between Greytown and Brito. Section 5 
a of the act appropriates $10,000,000 “ to- 
Ward the project herein contemplated by 
either route so selected,” and the Presi- 
dent is furthermore authorized to enter 
into contracts for the construction of the 
- canal. 
If there is still hope at Washington 
that Colombia may reconsider its ac- 
: tion we do not know upon what that 
Re. hope is based. Evidently recent dis- 
oe patches from Bogota representing that 
" the Government was favorable to the 
treaty, and that it was gaining ground 
Rise @mong the members of the Congress, 
— _—s were altogether misleading. The unani- 
‘mous rejection of a treaty indicates a 
degree of unacceptability which it seems 
to us offers small encouragement to 
those who by argument and persuasion 
hope to secure reconsideration and a dif- 
ferent decision. What amendments of 
the treaty as negotiated would make it 
acceptable to Colombia is purely a mat- 
ter of guesswork, but it may be assumed 
from this unanimous rejection of terms 
which we have declared to be reasonable 
that Colombia's terms would seem to us 
wholly unreasonable. It may be good 
policy to take some little time to ascer- 
tain the Colombian position. But any 
considerable delay would merely post- 
pone the construction of the canal, since 
it must be clear to all sincere friends of 
the undertaking that an agreement upon 
- terms is most unlikely. The contingency 
‘of what we might be able to do should 
gome of the States of Colombia secede is 
- one upon which, of course, we cannot 
hase our canal policy. 
By exercising at once the authority 
‘conferred upon him by the Spooner act 
‘to open negotiations with Costa Rica 
‘end Nicaragua the President will meet 
‘the views and wishes of a very great ma- 
jority of the American people. The Na- 
‘tional preference has been clearly ex- 
hibited in favor of the Nicaragua route.

IS MANCHURIA RUSSIAN ? 

The attention of Count LAamMsDORFF 
ought to be called without delay, and 
doubtless will be, to the reported re- 
marks of Mr. Groncr ScHLIPPENBACH, 
the Russian Consul at Chicago, in an in- 
terview held in Berlin, and reported by 
cable in last Sunday’s issue of THE NEw 
York Times. 

Nothing could be more explicit than the 
utterances of this Consul on the Man- 
churian question. According to him, the 
appointment of a Russian Viceroy for 
“the Far East’’ amounts to “the for- 
mal incorporation of Manchuria in the 
Russian realm,’ and has the advantage 
for foreigners who have business in Man- 
churia that hereafter they will know 
with whom they have to deal. 

We repeat that this is entirely explicit. 
Unfortunately the Russian Government 
has been equally explicit in a sense pre- 
cisely opposite to that in which this Rus- 
sian Consul abounds, Ever since the for- 
eign agitation, begun by our own State 
Department, against the partition of 
China was begun, Russia has been de- 
claring that her occupation of Manchuria 
was temporary and provisional. She has 
gone so far as definitely to fix the dates 
of her withdrawal from the various parts 
of the Chinese province and of their res- 
toration to Chinese government and con- 
trol. And finally there was the formal 
announcement, on the 16th of last month, 
that China had agreed to open two new 
ports in Manchuria to foreign trade, and 
that Russia made no objection to the 
opening, 

Russia has been frequently reproached 
with her international perfidy. But if 
the utterances of this Russian Consul are 
permitted to pass without an official dis- 
claimer and rebuke from the Russian 
Foreign Office Russia will have beaten 
her own record. No more cynical avowal 
of bad faith could be imagined than that 
of Mr. SCHLIPPENBACH, except, indeed, an 
adoption of it by his Government. And 
this is a case in which not to disown is 
to adopt. Nothing short of a prompt and 
indignant disclaimer and rebuke will 
meet the exigencies of such a situation 
or fulfill the obligations to itself as well 
as to other nations of a self-respecting 
Government. 
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TROUBLE “BY REQUEST.” 

A youhg man very zealously striving 
to justify his election to Congress during 
his first term might be misled by a plau- 
sible legislative attorney into introduc- 
ink, “‘ by request,”’ such an impracticable 
and uncalled for measure as that propos- 
ing to pension all ex-slaves, which Sena- 
tor Hanna introduced to the Senate dur- 
ing its last session... By the mere act of 
offering it, even with the apologetie 
words “by request” added, he secured 
for the intolerable scheme—for it was 
ncthing but part of a confidence game to 
be played at the expense of the wretched 
creatures who would never live to sec 
the pension proposition a law—all the 
outward forms of regularity that could 
be given to a bill worthy to be passed. 

Having secured for this bill the right 
to be printed to the “regular number” 
for each house of Congress, he put prac- 
tically that number into the hands of the 
solicitors—voluntary, and irresponsible, 
of course—of funds represented tio be 
necessary to induce Congress to pass it. 
The first result was to fill the minds of 
many deluded ex-slaves with the notion 
that they would soon be on a pension list, 
and that the period of waiting would be 
shortened by liberal and prompt contri- 
butions to the promotion fund. Armed 
with a copy of the bill and some audac- 
ity, collectors for Senator Hanna's “ by 
request” pension bill have been scouring 
the South and obtaining from ignorant 
victims sums as high as $50 to promote 
the passage of a bill that Senator HANNA 
knew could not and ought not to be 
passed, and which he practically 1epu- 
diated when he allowed the words “ by 
request ’ to be printed under its title. 

If this bill had been introduced by a 
member of the Senate of no character or 
of bad character it would have been less 
harmful. We cannot avoid the opinion 
that if Mr. Hanna had refused to give it 
his tacit approval, as a plain duty to 
himself and a favor to the negroes who 
have since become victimized by the use 
of it, he would be thinking better of him- 
self. It was a belated and humiliating 
method of undertaking to repudiate his 
foolish act to direct his private secretary 
to advise some Florida negroes, who had 
been robbed to the amount of 86,000 by 
one graceless scamp of a negro “ agent,” 
that Mr. Hanna had long ago withdrawn 
the bill, because he had found that it 
could not even obtain the favor of an 
unfavorable report. Does it not look to 
Mr. Hanna as if he could have done a 
real service to the black people by refus- 
ing to introduce this wicked measure, by 
which unknown numbers of black people 
have been robbed? 





THE LAW’S DELAY. 


We printed on Sunday, and yesterday 
commented upon, the interesting address 
on “ The Mob Spirit’ delivered at Chau- 
tauqua by Judge Woopwarp of the Su- 
preme Court of the State of New York. 
What seemed to us the disputable part 
of this address was that in which the 
learned Justice rejected and disclaimed 
fer the courts any responsibility for the 
popular impatience with “ due process of 
law ”' which is often alleged as an expla- 
nation, if not an excuse, for the conduct 
of mobs, which in cases of crimes espe- 
cially adapted to provoke popular rage 
take the law into their own hands. 

And now comes Judge BREWER of the 
Supreme Court of the United States, in 
the article which we yesterday reprint- 
ed from Leslie’s Weekly, and says, it 
seems to us, very much what the news- 
paver press has been saying about the

nishes to the mob spirit, and what Judge 
Woopwarkp rebuked the néwspaper press 
for saying. When doctors disagree, and 
equally where jurists, the plain man is 
proverblally entitled to his own opinions 

Judge Brewer is gratifyingly explicit 
both as to the diagnosis and as to the 
remedy. “What can be done,” he in- 
quires, to stay this epidemic of lynch- 
ing?" And he answers His own inquiry 
by saying: “One thing 1s the establish- 
ment of a greater confidence in the sum- 
mary and certain punishment of the 
criminal Men are afraid of the law's 
delays and the uncertainty of its results. 
Not that they doubt the integrity of the 
Judges, but they know that the law 
abounds with technical rules, and that 
appellate courts will often reverse & 
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law's delay and the incentives it fur- J is sometimes carelessness about securing 


judgment of conviction for a disregard | 


of such rules, notwithstanding a full be- 
lief in the guilt of the accused."’ No re- 
sponsible journal has gone further than 
this Judge of our highest tribunal. 


Judge Brewer’s remedy for the law’s 
delay in criminal cases is that which, as 
he reminds us, he some years since pro- 
pounded to the American Bar Associa- 
tion. It was sufficiently drastic, too 
drastic to meet the views of the body be- 
fore which it was delivered. It was noth- 
ing léss than “ doing away with appeals 
in criminal cases.’ Doubtless that was 
calculated to shock an assemblage rep- 
resenting the most conservative of pro- 
fessions. But really, as Judge BREWER 
goes on to point out, it is the current 
American system of multiplied appeals 
that is the innovation. The single review 
of a criminal case allowed in the English 
courts on the certificate of the trial 
Judge seems to be amply sufficient for 
the protection of the accused. It might, 
indeed, be allowed without reference to 
the trial Judge. And this would preclude 
the doing of injustice in such cases as 
that of Judge Firz JaMzes STEPHEN, who 
undoubtedly presided at the trial of crim- 
inal cases after he was of unsound mind. 


We happen to know that the opinion 
of Judge BREWER js that of other Federal 
Judges. And perhaps it may be not with- 
out significance either that Judge BREw- 
pEr’s suggestion should have failed to 
commend itself to the Bar Association, 
composed in the main of practicing 
lawyers, or that, upon the question of the 
law’s delay, a Federal Judge and 4 
Judge of the State of New York should 
find themselves on opposite grounds. As 
we have before pointed out, while a 
legal maxim assures us that it is to the 
advantage of the Commonwealth that 
there should be an end of litigation, no- 
body has ever maintained that it would 
be to the advantage of lawyers. A State 
Judge, at least in this State, not only has 
been a practicing lawyer, but he looks 
forward at least as an alternative to be- 
coming a practicing lawyer again, and 
his interests and sympathies are those of 
the profession the practice of which he 
may only have suspended. In the Fed- 
eral courts, ag in the English courts, the 
Judge finally severs his connection with 
the bar when he takes his seat upon the 
bench. We believe that a change in the 
judicial system of the State of New York 
under which Judges should hold their 
places during good behavior would be of 
enormous benefit in diminishing the law's 
delay, as well as in other matters not less 
important.

GERMAN IRON IN BRITISH MARKETS, 

An analysis of British trade returns 
shows that the German mill men are 
“playing the mischief" with the trade 
of the British mills in their own markets. 
The imports from Germany into Great 
Britain in 1902 included 23,148 tons of 
iron and steel bars and billets. This is 
not a very formidable total, but Sir 
THOMAS WRIGHTSON, M. P., has been 
pushing the inquiry further and finds 
that practically the whole of the iron 
and steel shipments from the Dutch ports 
came from Germany. Adding these in- 
direct shipments to those which came 
direct from Germany, the total of Ger- 
man iron and steel bars reaching Eng- 
land in 1902 was 202,758 tone. It has also 
been learned that a large part of the 
iron and steel exports from Belgium to 
England are of German manufacture, 
and these swell to importations by some 
200,937 tons more. The grand total of 
the imports of iron and steel from the 
Continent in 1903 was 719,061 tons, of 
which by far the greater part came from 
Germany. 

The reason for this ts very easily 
found, Great Britain can no longer com- 
pete with other countries in iron and 
steel production. It lacks the natural 
advantages and depends too completely 
upon obsolete facilities of manufacture. 
Whether it is deplorable or not depends, 





\perhaps, a good deal upon the point of 


view. From that of the British ironmas- 
ter it undoubtedly is very deplorable, 
We doubt, however, if this feeling is 
shared by the British consumer to an 
extent insuring his approval of the de- 
mand for the safeguarding of Great 
Britain’s iron and steel interests by the 
imposition of protective duties, 








STATISTICAL LIGHT ON THE NEGRO 
PROBLEM. 

Some figures touching the birth rate 
and the death rate as found by the 
Twelfth Census possess a melancholy in- 
terest for those who have indulged in the 
hope of a great future for the negro in 
this country, the deduction being sug- 
gested rather than justified by the fig- 
ures and the comparisons they invite, 
that the destiny of the black race in this 
country is gradual but certain extinction, 

In fifty cities of the country, in all sec- 
tions, the death rate among negroes was 
found to be greater than the Birth rate. 
Some parts of the country are not so 
perfect in the matter of registration as 
New England, and where there is regard 
for records of marriages and deaths there 
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exact registration of births. In cities 
where it was desirable to verify the re- 
ports of births, the figures reported were 
compared with those showing the number 
of childfen of one year or less. 

In Boston, during the census year, 
there were 13,991 births and 11,227 
‘deaths of white persons, the excess of 
births being 2,714. Among the negroes 
the births numbered 240 and the deaths 
827—a death excess of 87. In Greater 
New York the births of whites numbered 
96,164 and the deaths 79,229, an excess 
of births of 15,985. The births of ne- 
groes were 1,430 and the deaths 1,970, 
the deaths éxceeding the births 540, In 
Buffalo, Chicago, and St. Louis a similar 
comparison of birth and death rates was 
made, with like results. New Orleans, 
which might be expected to make a 
showing more favorable to the negro, 
shows an excess of births over deaths 
among the whites, the report for the ne- 
groes being births, 1,735; deaths, 3,310, 
or a death excess of 1,575. 

According to these figures the negro 
population is not increasing in the cities 
through the birth rate. How is it in the 
country at large? The census gives an 
answer by making some comparisons. 
The white increase for the country, in- 
eluding the cities, between 1880 and 1890 
was, for whites, 24.9 per cent. and for 
blacks 18.5 per cent. The white increase 
between 1890 and 1900 was 20.7 per 
cent,; the increase of blacks, 18 per cent. 
But these figures are accompanied by 
explanations that make the reported in- 
crease of 13.5 per cent. in the Bleventh 
Census too small and the gain reported 
in the following census of 18 per cent. 
consequently too large, the basis of com- 
parison being unreliable. 

It is evident that one of the lessons 
that must be learned by the black race 
is how to keep itself on earth. Its ex- 
tinction, even should all quit the country 
and move to the cities that seem to be 
so fatal to the race, is not imminent 
enough to justify extended fright. It is 
not an epidemic but a theory that con- 
fronts them. 








A HOPELESS DEGENERATE. 


The conviction of the average citizen 
concerning the muskmelon is that it is a 
hopeless degenerate among the cucurbi- 
tacae. The difference between the musk- 
melon as we remember it and as we 
find it is too great to admit of compari- 
son. It is measurable only by the stand- 
ards of contrast. The householder who 
depends upon the assurances of his 
greengrocer that he will pick out good 
melons, if the choice is left to him, finds 
his confidence betrayed. What he gets 
is a ghastly parody of the succulent and 
palatable muskmelon of old. When he 
goes to the market himself and essays 
to pick out his fruit by the familiar 
signs and tokens which were once the 
bases of inerrant judgment, he fares no 
better. One cannot pick out good melons 
from a collection which includes none. 
Experience teaches that some are worse 
than others, but in dealing with assem- 
blages of fruit of which none is good, the 
most one can expect is to select those 
least bad. 

What has become of the muskmelon 
of old—the large, oblate spheroid, colored 
between olive green and ochre, deep 
creased, and covered with its intricate 
tracery of coarse netting? From such 
one who knew a good melon when he 
saw it could pick out the best with un- 
failing accuracy. On the table a fine 
specimen of this variety of fruit was 
enough for a small family, and a single 
segment coinciding with one of the nat- 
ural divisions of the rind was a more 
ample portion than half, or even both 
halves, of one of the shrunken parodies 
now offered us. If the old-fashioned 
melons still come to market they must 
be carefully juarded from the public no- 
tice. One never sees them any more, 
and the most diligent search fails to 
show that they are still raised anywhere. 
The high-priced restaurants do not get 
them, the exclusive hotels know them 
not, and one never sees them on the 
most luxurious private tables. They have 
joined the mastodon, the great auk, and 
the dodo in extinction. But there is 
nothing mythical about them. One does 
not have to be very old to remember 
muskmelons which jn size bore about the 
same relation to those now sold as the 
earth bears to the moon; which when 
ripe were luscious and satisfying, and of 
which one segment was usually suffi- 
cient and two a feast. They were very 
tangible facts as lately as fifteen years 
ago, and that they have passed away is 
sincerely to be deplored, Their shrunken, 
undeveloped, tasteless, indigestible, im- 
possible successors are caricatures of 
the muskmelons of our boyish recollec- 


tion.

But in the 
immediate future the appealing voice of 
urate and minister will be heard in the 
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remotest stretch of thé Mediterranean. If 
this sort of thing keeps on that era which 


in awe we used to call the nineteenth 
century will be as an old tale of Arcady. 





—One must confess to a certain amount 
of joyous edification in reading the 
glad tale of the young man of letters in 
Philadelphis who kindled the green flame 
of jealousy in the proud heart of his opu- 
lent relatives by displaying the record of 
his achievements in the pages of ‘ Who's 
Who in America.”

TPRAUDS AGAINST INDIANS 





Investigation of Interior Depart- 
ment Scandal Promised. 





DELAY CHARGED TO MR. KNOX 


Secretary Hitchcock’s Representative 
Makes an Interesting Statement— 
Agent Brosius, Who Uncovered 
Corruption, Not in Favor.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—The seope of 
the investigation which it has been decided 
to make into alleged frauds committed by 
United States officials in connection with 
allotments in the Indian Territory is now 
under consideration by Secretary Hitch- 
cock. The Secretary is absent from Wash- 
ington, and the definite arrangements for 
the inquiry will not be made known until 
his return. At the Indian Bureau nothing 
is known as to how the inquiry will be in- 
stituted or by what officials it will be con- 
ducted. It is positively stated, however, 
that there will be an investigation. Indian 
Commissioner Jones is absent from the city, 
but it is said that he has had a long con- 
ference with Mr. Brosius, the agent of the 
Indian Rights Association, who made the 
charges, and that he will insist on a thor- 
ough investigation. Mr, Brosius left here 
Saturday for Indian Territory to prosecute 
further investigations on his own account. 

Mr. Scott Smith, private secretary to Sec- 
retary Hitchcock, said to-day that the 
Brosius charges were an old story in the 
Secretary's office, and that there was noth- 
ing in them that had not been known to 
Mr. Hitchcock for many months past, Mr. 
Smith said that Mr. Brosius some months 
ago had told the Secretary that Tams Bix- 
by, the President of the Dawes Commis- 
sion, and other high officials in the Indian 
Territory were interested in land com- 
panies which bought Indian lands, and that 
members of the companies fraudulently ob- 
tained the lands at prices far below their 
real value. Mr. Smith said the department 
had received similar complaints for months 


and knew of the specific instances of al- 

leged fraud cited by Mr. Brosius. No pub- 

lie statements were made,-but the Indian 

officials and the Interior Department went 

to work to find out the facts, and had been 

werwang industriously on the charges ever 
ce, 

Mr. Smith also made the further surpris- 
ing statement that from time to time as 
the disclosures were made known to Sec- 
retury Hitchcock the facts in each case 
were turned over to the Department of Jus- 
tice and the criminal prosecution of the 
accused feesens recommended. Thus far 
no suits have been brought, and the facts 
in the particular cases have been kept from 
the public. This seems to be accounted for 
by the fact that certain officials of the De- 
partment of Justice are implicated in the 
charges, and, indeed, are at one and the 
same time the persons to prosecyte and to 
be prosecuted. Secretary Smith stated that 
the Interior Department was making all 
reasonable progress with the matter. 

There is cere doubt of the precise ac- 
curacy of this view of the matter. Mr, 
Brosius, who is a most conscientious an 
faithful representative of the philanthrop- 
ical society which employs him, is not per- 
sona grata with Secretary Hitchcock or 
with some of the officials of the Indian 
Bureau. He has too often discovered 
crookedness in Indian affairs and done his 
best to protect the Indians and prevent 
their being robbed by Government officials. 
Secretary Hitchcock has not tried to con- 
ceal his dislike of Brosius and to ridicule 
to the public and to the President his state- 
ment in regard to what has been going on. 
The investigation that has been fads by 
the Indfan Rights Association has been 
largely a one-man affair, and it has been 
conducted with many obstacles and diffi- 
culties to overcome. If the Interior De- 
pastenee has been making Any investiga- 
ion it has done it with marvelous secrecy 
and has suceeeded beyond the usual suc- 
cess of a great Government department in 
keeping the facts from the public. 

It is being asserted by some that Secre- 
tary Hitchcock has only awakened to the 
necessity of doing something by the fact 
that the truth as to the frauds in the In- 
dian Territory has been taken directly to the 
President by outsiders, and the President 
has called the Secretary’s attention to the 
force of the charges and the imperative 
duty of sifting them-to the end. A year 
ago the President employed Dr. George 
Bird Grinnell to make Investigations in In- 
dian matters independently and report di- 
rectly to him. Dr. Grinnell spent several 
months in Indian Territory investigating 
the frauds which have just come toe light 
and others as bad, but he seems not to have 
nee able to get at the real state of affairs

RAILROADS FOR LUZON. 


Negotiations for the Construction of a 
600-Mile System. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—Secretary Root 
has been in correspondence with Gov. Taft 
regarding the construction of a system of 
some 600 miles of railroads in the Philippine 
Islands. It is proposed to build a line from 
Manila north through Luzon to the harbor 
at the most northern end of the island. An- 
other projected line is a branch from this 
over the mountains to the eastern coast. A 
third proposed line {s from Manila south to 
Batangas. It also has been suggested that 
a line be constructed along the west coast 
of Luzon from Dagupan, the present ter- 
minus of the Manila and Dagupan Road, to 
the north end of the island. 

The propositions which have been con- 
sidered by the Secretary of War and the 
Governor of the Philippines contemplate 
aid by the Philippine Government in the 
construction of the proposed roads. It is 
believed that a guarantee of the interest 
on the amount of the cost of the roads, in 
case the roads prove unable to pay such in- 
terest out of the earnings, will be suffi- 
cient to induce capital to invest in the dif- 
ferent enterprises, The Philippine Govern- 
ment could not make grants of lands to aid 
in the construction of the roads, but it 
could grant rights of way, 

It has been determined that the Philip- 
pine Government has the authority to guar- 
antee the interest on the railroad bonds, 


the payment of interest if made 
tute a lien on the railroad property, See 
The Secretary of War believes that the 
construction of these roads would: be of 
immense benefit and would settle for all 
time the question of possible insurrections 
in the Island of Luzon.

He then said that he was not 
informed that Russia had consented to the 
opening. Finally he refused on the ground 
that China was unable to open towns 
which were held by another power. 

When the present settlement was pro- 
posed, with the explanation that China 
must presume that Russia intended to ful- 
fill her evacuation agreement, Prince Ching 
reluctantly gave in. 

Tatung-Tao is a small port which does 
not promise much business to attract for- 
eigners in the near future. Its opening is 
mainly important as a victory for the open 
door principle.

His Holiness seems to have quite recov- 
ered his health, as he is giving more audi« 
ences than before he suffered from his re- 
cent fainting fit, although the heat is still 
suffocating. 

This morning, among others, the Pope re- 
ceived Prince Chigi, Marshal of the Con- 
clave, and questioned him regarding the 
discharge of his duties as Marshal. The 
Prince said it would be better for him to 
be inside the conclave precincts, instead of 
outside, as there were many efforts to es- 
tablish communication with those Inside 
and they could be more effectually checked 
if the Marshal was inside.

ALARM OVER BULGARIA'S NOTE.

ROME, Aug. 17.—The memorandum of the 
Bulgarian Government to the powers re- 
garding the situation in Macedonia has 
produced a great effect here, 

The general impression is that the Bul- 
garian Government is no longer able to 
hold back popular feeling, which, unless it 
is repressed in time, will lead to a war 
with Turkey.

PAY DAY FOR BLIND POOR. 





640 Persons from Manhattan Divide 
$31,360—Mayor Low’s Classmate. 


The annual pay day of the city’s blind 
poor yesterday morning brought several 
hundred of these unfortunates to the head- 
quarters of the Department of Public 
Charities in East Twentieth Street in per- 
son. 

The applicants present and absent num- 
bered 1,018, and each received $49. Of the 
Manhattan poor eligible for payment 640 
were paid yesterday. This consume $31,- 
360 of the appropriation. The remainder of 
the money set aside for the blind will be 
used to pay the 363 blind poor in Brooklyn 
and the few in Queens and Richmond. 

The blind people waiting for their money 
were kept in line by Roundsman Scanlon 
of the Bast Thirty-fifth Street Station, 
assisted by ten policemen. Each person 
was accompanied by a friend or member of 
his family, but it was with difficulty that 
some of the aged and decrepit were able 
to hold their places, even with this assist- 
ance. 

Each carried a postal card which F, J. 
Bettman, the investigation agent of the 
department, had sent them after their ap- 
plications had been favorably passed =>. 
These cards were presented to City Pay- 
masters James McCabe and Adam Spett- 
mather, who gave the bearers each two 
twenty-dollar bills, one five, and two two- 
dollar bills. 

The sum allotted last year was $50, and 
each was paid with two twenty-dollar gold 
feces and a ten-dollar gold piece. Remem- 

ring this some of the people crooked their 
hands to receive the coins, and seemed dis- 
eppointed at not getting them. However, 
the majority looked extremely poor and 
seemed me to get the money in any form. 

Near the end of the line sto Louis 
Poffett Carll, who was graduated in the 
same clasg with Mayor Seth Low from 
Columbia sialversity, Though blind from 
his birth Mr. Carll is a highly educated 
man, and now holds a mathematical fel- 
lowship at Columbia. Having made a spe- 
clal study of the blind poor of New York 
City, he was this year appointed a member 
of the State Commission by Gov. Odell, 
with the purpose of investigating the con- 
dition of the blind of the State, lookin 
to legislation in their behalf, r. Carll, 
who talked to each of the other blind per- 
gons present and gave them his address, 
aays hat the report of the commission of 
which he is a member will probably rec- 
ommend an industrial home for the worthy 
blind poor. :

Rice and Wise in Leo Ditrichstein’s 
Farce of Questionable Newness. 





A Heavy American Setting for a Farce 
of Un-American Materials. 





It seems to have become customary to 
close the season and to open it with a farce 
at the Garrick. The play with which the 
new season opens affords an even smaller 
prospect of hope than that with which the 
old season closed. 

According to the programme ‘“ Vivian's 
Papas "’ is ‘‘ Leo Ditrichstein’s new farce.’ 
But the railing amenities in such matters 
do not prevent almost any “new” farces 
of our theatrical purveyors from being al- 
most any old farces of second rate conti- 
nental playwrights. It is our sad duty to 
confess ignorance as to such matters in 
general, and as to the nature and extent 
of Mr. Ditrichstein’s present indebtedness 
in particular—if, indeed, he is indebted; 
but the sadness of the confession is miti- 
gated by the blissfulness of the ignorance. 

The title situation is about the best thing 
in the piece, theatrically, if not morally, 
speaking, and it is the one that has most 
Gallis savor—or unsavor, as one prefers. 
Vivian (Miss Hattie Williams) is a chorus 
girl who has two old boys on the string, 
one of whom is by way of presenting her 
with diamond sunbursts and such, and the 
other—a millionaire—(Mr,. Thomas A. Wise) 
with a virtuous offer of marriage. The 


two elated elders meet at her rooms, and 
an unfortunate situation (from Vivian's 
point of view) is saved by the fact that 
each takes the other for Vivian's papa, and 
admires her filial devotion. Vivian goes off 
to dinner, and, as she hopes, to matrimony, 
with the elated millionaire. This at best is 
objectionable enough, and apart from this, 
the play is made up of the most wayworn 
and tasteless materials of Continental farce, 

In such pieces, if the situations are saved 
from revolting vulgarity it is usually by 
virtue of the crispness and dash of the 
writing, In the present case the writing 
ts less amusing than the situation. One 
fancies that this may be because it is not 
s0 much writing as rewriting—the dialogue 
of the original having been one of those 
vintages that resist transportation—but not 
because of the delicacy of their savor. The 
characters and events in the play are ‘al- 
leged to be American. 

That old joke of Mr. Oliver Herford’s— 
and ewe? old joke yet good joke—about 
the familiarity of the manner of a man 
whose face he professes to have forgotten, 
caused some diaphragms to heave with the 
ecstacy of surprise. Another joke caused 
even greater merriment, and may possibly 
have been new. One of the papas offers 
the other papa the courtesy of his cab; and 
the other papa says: ‘‘ Wait! How long 
have you already had it?" The fact that 
everybody laughed moarnny at this is evi- 
dence partly of the excellent manner in 
which Mr. Wise delivered the line and 
partly of the flatness of the rest of the 
dialogue, 

The namés of Mr. John C. Rice and Mr. 
Thomas A. Wise are in large type on the 
programme. Mr. Rice's manner (as a 
sporting son-in-law) is somewhat too me- 
chanically agitated and exaggerated to suit 
the metropolitan taste. Mr. Wise, on the 
other hand, did a deal of very capable 
work. He has the authentic masque of 
comedy, and he manages with a highly ar- 
tistic economy of means to produce a very 
considerable comic effect, alternating from 
the pragmatical narrowness of a Chicago 
Sausage-maker to the new exhilaration of 
a widow's love with much more than the 
conventional nianner in such characters, 
Where he was most exaggerated, and, in 
consequence, worst, was in the passages in 
fe the writing was impossibly far from 
ife. 

As the second papa Mr, Thomas Burns 


was capable, being particularly effective 
in the passage where he makes love to 
Vivian over the telephone. Mr. J. J. Hor- 


witz, one of the best of the comedians of 
the Irving Place Theatre, was wasted on 
the part of a professor of music, the af- 


finity ©pparently arising from the fact 
that th: professor spose no English. 
Of Miss Hattie Williams it is only neces- 


sary to say that since her last appearance 
she has put on flesh about the chin. As 
Cynthia, Vivian's fat negro maid, Lillie 
Hall was very cleverly unctuous and Afri- 
can. The young women parts were agree- 
ably enough taken by Esther Tittell and 
Hazel Chapple. 


A SON OF REST. 


Nat M. Wills Makes a Successful Tran- 
sition to Musical Comedy at the 
Fourteenth Street Theatre. 


When one of the characters in “A Son of 
Rest" at the Fourteenth Street Theatre 
last night let down an awning, and a 
grimy tramp, In rags and tatters, but with 
his coat covered with medals, rolled to the 
stage, there was an outburst of applause 
from a large number of people with whom 
Nat M. Wills has long been recognized as 
one whose name is enrolled in the peanut 


gallery of fame. Indeed, there are few 
figures in vaudeville better known than 
his, and it was to be expected that in that 


section where he has long been esteemed a 
prime favorite the occasion of his transi- 
tion to the somewhat dubious position of 
“star '’ would be the occasion for a demon- 
stration, 

It may be said, at the outset, that Mr. 
Wills revealed no new talents last evening, 
but it ought to be recorded, likewise, that 
he did demonstrate his ability to provide 
diversion for a time somewhat longer than 
the usually allotted twenty minutes or so 
of the vaudeville “turn.” Much that he 
did and said was familiar, but if that fact 
made it in the least degree less satisfying 
to his auditors there was no evidence of the 
act. 

As a matter of fact, however, Mr. Wills’s 
success is to be attributed to something 
more than the friendliness of the assem- 
blage which ‘ whooped it up” for him last 
night. Nothing that he does is marked by 
either subtlety or fine distinction as to 
comic effects, and yet, in his broad, home- 
ly, clownish way he is expert. 

The lines that he has to speak—many of 
which are no doubt his own—are of’ the 
comic-paper order of humor, but he pro- 
vides in his personality the illustrative fac- 
tor, and the result is decidedly amusing.

might trouble the casualist, perhaps 
to explain just why the doings of 3 tramp 
should be of interest generally, And yet 
the fact remains that these social de- 
relicts have always been more or less cen- 
tres of interest. Poets have embroidered 
their fancies about them, novelists have 
found in them themes for romance, and to 
the fictioner, the humorist, and the artist 
they have always made an appeal. 

Mr. Wills’s tramp is not of the type that 
will evoke sociological study or discussion 
but he is a jolly, genial, good-natured fel- 
low, never courageous but ready to take a 
long chance where possible profit may 
follow. 

The erstwhile vaudevillian is fortunate in 
the manner of his present exploiting. “A 
Son of Rest” will not occasion any heart 
burnings in the hearts of serious dram- 
atists, but as a vehicle for mirth it serves 
its purpose nicely. It is produced by a 
company generally competent for the mat- 
ter in hand, and the staging is bright and 
effeetive, the music generally tuneful, and 
the chorus decidedly comely. Of the 
musical numbers, “Demure and Shy,” sung 
by Maud Allison, with an accompaniment 
of anything but demure and shy school las- 
sies, won instant favor. Mr, ills's topical 
song, ‘‘Had She Only Let Me Dream an 
Hour More,”’ and Miss Rocamora's number, 
“The Flag and the Girl I Love,” also are 
among the tuneful onas. 

A pretty effect was obtained in the finale 
to the first act with the chorus in the guise 
of volunteer soldiers engaged in fencing as 
the curtain fell. 

Something might be said about the plot 
of the piece, but it really doesn’t matter 
much, though it is carried to a conclusion 
with some conscientiousness and likewise 
with some ingenuity. Mistaken identities, 
a stolen sacred cat, and various familiar 
expedients figure therein, but, when all Is 
said and done, the fact remains that “A 


Son of Rest’ was probably intended to 
rovide a popular kind of amusement, and 
n that it is successful.

NOAH BROOKS DEAD. 


Veteran Journalist and Author Passes 
Away Unattended at His Home 
in Pasadena, Cal. 


Special to The New York Times. 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Aug. 17.—Noah 
Brooks, the aged author and journalist, 
died in Pasadena yesterday unattended and 
almost unknown to the people among 
whom he lived. For the past year he had 
Stayed in a house by himself. He was 
averse to letting people know about him- 
self and his affairs, and refrained from 
mingling with his neighbors, He had plen- 
ty of money and lived well. 

The cause of his death has not been de- 
termined. He has no relatives and no 
close friends hereabouts and his body will 
be shipped to his home in Castine, Me., as 
soon as word is received from his friends 
there. 





Noah Brooks gained a wide reputation 
when @ very young man through his stories 
of adventure for the young, which ap- 
peared in magazines and later in book 
form, having a very large sale. He was 
engaged in newspaper work nearly all his 
life. 

Born in Castine, Me., Oct. 24, 1830, he 
went to Boston when eighteen years old 
and started to work as a reporter. 

Six years later he went West, stopping 
in Illinois and Kansas to try his hand in 
commercial pursuits, only to fail. He con- 
tinued on to California, where he resumed 
newspaper work, founding the Appeal, in 
Marysville, Yuba County. 

Suffering loss of family in the sudden 
death of his wife and only child, he went 
to Washington during the civil war 
correspondent of The Sacramento Union, 
and writing over the name “ Castine,” he 
made a wide reputation as an authority on 
National questions. He was a personal 
friend of President Lincoln, and when the 
war was ovef he returned to San Francis- 
co as naval officer at that port. Then 
he became managing editor of The Alta 
California. 

In 1871 he returned to the East, taking 
up work on the staff of The New York 
Tribune. Later and for nine years—from 
1875 to 1884—he was engaged as an edi- 
torial writer on THe New YorkK TIMES. 
His next place was as managing editor of 
The Newark (N. J.) Daily Advertiser, which 
he continued until 1894, when he returned 
to his home in Castine, Me. Later he moved 
to California. 

In all these wanderings Mr. Brooks was 
constantly writing stories for magazines 
and books. In San Francisco, for instance, 
he wrote stories, sketches, and book re- 
views for The Overland Monthly when 
Bret Harte was editor of that magazine, 
conducted a semi-monthly publication for 
young people, and sent letters to Eastern 

ournals in addition to his daily work on 
he Alta California. 

Among his books which were most pop- 
ular were “The Boy Emigrants, ‘‘ The 
Fairport Nine,” ‘‘Our Baseball Club,”’ 
“The Boy Settlers,’’ ‘‘American States- 
men,” ‘‘ Abraham Lincoln,’ ‘ Tales of the 
Maine Coast,” ‘‘ How the Republic Is Gov- 
erned,”’ ‘‘ Washington in Lincoln’s Time,” 
‘*The Mediterranean Trip,’’ ‘‘ The Story of 
Marco Polo,” ‘The Boys of Fairport,” 
“Gen. Knox, a Revolutionary Soldier,’’ 
“ Short Studies in American Party Politics,”’ 
and “Scribner’s History of the United 
States.”

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS

The stock market opened rather uncer- 
tainly in tone, but with the bank state- 
ment almost forgotten. The brief unset- 
tlement reflected difference of opinion 


as to whether the turn in the market 
was to continue. While this hesitation

to do with the early weakness until Erie 
‘was taken in hand and advanced sharp- 
ly, ostensibly in anticipation of the fa- 
Yorable annual ‘report. London was 
clearly in a realizing mood, for strength 
here only induced further sales. All of- 
ferings were taken, however, and the 
market was kept going by a sharp move- 
ment in Rock Island. If the announce- 
ment of a deal is followed by a rise in 
the stock it follows—of course—that the 
Street’s judgment is favorable. How- 
ever, this is one of the cases where the 
price of bonds when offered will be more 
significant than the price of stock, whose 
price is what a few men wish. Whatever 
be thought of Rock Island’s deals there 
is no difference of opinion about the 
closeness with which its stock is held, and 
no such significance can be attached to 
to-day’s sharp rise in it as to a similar 
advance in Steel or any standard railway. 
Quite exceptional was the advance of 
Great Northern preferred by 10 points 
and Michigan Central by 12, each upon a 
single sale of 100 shares. The Gould 
group was strong, especially Wabash. In 
the industrial group the strength of 
Amalgamated was conspicuous, and was 
attended with an advance in the price of 
the metal. The buying of Virginia-Caro- 
lina Chemical is at last getting the bet- 
ter of the selling, despite doubt about the 
@ividend, and the stock enjoyed its share 
of the day’s strength. There were a few 
declines upon the list, but they were 
moderate. Upon the whole, advocates of 
higher prices had the best of it, although 
the market was plainly in a discriminat- 
ing mood, not advancing of itself, and 
not favoring the rise with equal ease for 
all properties. 

In the bond market as in the stock 
market the volume of business was 
smaller, but the tone of business was 
good. Nothing was stronger than the 
Rock Island issues, although Wabash Bs 
Were a good second. The Mexican in- 
comes were active without any such 
marked change in the prices as could be 
taken as an interpretation of the re- 
ception of its pending readjustment. A 
favorable incident of the day was a weak 
market for wheaf and an easy market 
for corn. This reflects a check to arti- 
ficial manipulation upon assumption of 
alarm regarding the crop news, and en- 
courages hopes of liberal exports, upon 
which lower sterling largely depends. 

The Street, which has crossed many 
bridges regarding the effect of payment 
for the Panama Canal franchise, is not 
disturbed by learning that the payment 
is one more degree unlikely. There has 
been almost every shade of opinion, rang- 
ing from semi-panic lest the amount 
should be paid in actual gold to belief 
that anything which got the surplus out 
of the Treasury was of favorable augury. 
The sterling market is certainly now 
short of one sustaining factor, and the 
rumor that the Treasury was accumu- 
lating exchange forehandedly will not be 
serviceable for some time. It is clear 
that if the Treasury could—as was said— 
make this disbursement without disturb- 
ing its bank balances it could, in case of 
necessity, do as much for the domestic 
money market upon suitable urgency. 
The idea that any such urgency will arise 
cannot be said, however, to be increas- 
ing, and is not strengthened by anything 
which promises hope of relief.

MONEY MARKET PROSPECTS.

time. Inquirers for long accommodation 
are met by firm rates, which are not sig- 
nificant of any commercigi distrust. Bor- 
rowers are taken care of by their own 
banks on better terms than sellers of paper 
which they are willing to dispose of at con- 
cessions in order to reduce their lines. It 
is a sort of liquidation a brokers in paper, 
and not by its makers. here is a growing 
appreciation that the bank statement both 
makes a better showing than last year and 
does not reflect the situation so accurately 
as it did when the Clearing House included 
a larger proportion of credit institutions. 
So far as the statistical situation goes, the 
outlook is good and improving, the closer 
working of the money and exchange mar- 
kets being normal, 


RAILWAY TRAFFIC REPORTS. 


The weekly talks by railway officials 
abate nothing of familiar optimism. A 
Chicago dispatch to the New York News 
Bureau quotes an Atchison official thus: 
“Our business is keeping right up to the 
high-water mark,”’, he said. ‘“ We are 
paying no attention to Wall Street’s re- 
ports about poor prospects for the prop- 
erty; in fact, we don’t have time, and, 
moreover, they are unworthy of notice by 
those who know the situation. Business 
is thriving everywhere.”’ A Rock Island 


Traffic Manager says: ‘There are ab- 
solutely no surface. conditions that would 
suggest that business is going to be any 
less than last year. It is true that corn 
is not turning out large, but look at the 
immense crop of wheat and other small 
grain in the Southwest and the high mar- 
ket prices for everything. The wheat 
crop will disburse more than enough money 
to offset any possible loss in the revenue 
from corn.” 

Operating officials of the big trunk lines 
tell of further car shortages, particularly 
to move the great quantity of merchandise 
offered for shipment in all directions. 
Where all the tonnage is coming from, or 
where it is going, the Traffic Managers 
are at a loss to explain. 

‘All we know is that the tonnage move- 
ment is the largest ever known,"’ said one 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad freight men. 
‘*‘About every industry in the East and 
West is working overtime, and the railroads 
simply cannot supply them with cars to 
make their deliveries on time.”’ 


PROOF OF INVESTMENT BUYING.

Bischoff, the brother of Jus- 
tice Henry Bischoff, yesterday, in the Su- 
preme Court, followed his Brooklyn suit 
against the Justice. to recover $75,000 for 
alleged false imprisonment and incarcera- 
tion as a lunatic, by appearing before Jus- 
tice Vernon M. Davis and asking that his 
default be opened in an action tried before 
Justice Leventritt to declare the .will of 
his father, Henry Bischoff, valid, and also 
for leave to come in and contest the will. 
Decision on the motion was reserved by 
Justice Davis. ‘ 

Subsequent to the probate of the will an 
action was brought by Mr. Bischoff's ex- 
ecutors to have the probate of the will de- 


clareqd valid and established. An answer 
was served by Franklin J. Bischoff, but it 
was refused on the ound that he was in- 
competent and could only -be represented 
by his guardian. The suit was undefended 
and the jury returned a judgment in favor 
of the validity of the will. is is the judg- 
ment which Franklin J. Bischoff now de- 
sires opened. 

“The position the executors of Mr. Henry 
Bischoff will take,’ John J. Straley said in 
opposing the motion, “is that they are now 
opposed to hearing any proper proceedings 
and under any proper guardianship of this 
defendant. ‘They are urging the necessity, 
under the circumstances of this case, for 
some kind of guardianship to be placed 
around this defendant so that he cannot 
of himself commit financial suicide.’’ 

Mr. Straley said that although Henry 
Bischoff left the defendant one-fifth of 
his estate, where he would only have re- 
ceived one-sixth had his father died intes- 
tate, he desired to have it declared invalid. 
Mr. Bischoff also expressly disinherited any 
legatee or devisee who should contest the 
will, and permitted Franklin Bischoff's in- 
debtedness to his estate to be canceled in 
the discretion of his executors. Should 
Franklin J. Bischoff be unsuccessful in his 
contest he would receive nothing, while if 
successful he would receive less than the 
share bequeathed to him, and become re- 
sponsible for this indebtedness. Besides 
what he owed the estate of his father, 
counsel said he owed creditors of his 
about $60,000, as the records submitted 
would show. 


HILTON FAMILY DISPUTE. 


Nathaniel S. Smith Removed as General 
Guardian of Albert 8. Hilton’s: 
Three Children. 


Surrogate Vitzgerald yesterday handed 
down a decision removing Nathaniel §8. 
Smith as general guardian of Albert, Vin- 
cent, and Helen Hilton, the children of Al- 
bert B. Hilton, and grandchildren of the 
late Henry Hilton. The application for the 
removal of Mr. Smith was made by Albert 
B. Hilton. 

Mr. Hilton inherited a large share of his 
father’s estate, and his children received 
$10,000 each. When he and his wife, whose 


sister is married to Mr. Smith, were going 
to Europe, Mr. Smith was appointed guar- 
dian to the children in order to obtain the 
legacies due them. Mr. Hilton claimed that 
Mr, Smith had invested part of the chil- 
dren's money in his wife's estate at Green- 
wich, Conn., on mortgage, the mortgage 
being on the joint shares of the children. 
Mr. Hilton further affirmed that certain 
differences had arisen between them whith 
called for Mr. Smith’s removal and con- 
tended that he should not have invested 
his children’s money in property outside 
the jurisdiction of the court. 

Mr. Smith argued that his action had 
been in the interest of his wards, and said 
that as soon as an objection had been made 
to the investment he had deposited the 
money in this State. He expressed his 
willingness to resign as their guardian, but 
objected to be forced out of the position. 


FEARED BROADWAY CLOSING. 


Business Men Were Temporarily Wor- 
ried by Piatforms Opposite St. 
Paul’s Church. 


Lower Broadway business men were wor- 
ried early yesterday morning by what they 
feared was to be a total closing of the 
street in front of St. Paul’s Church by the 
overhead platform being erected by the 
Degnon-McLean Company in connection 
with the tunnel to the Battery. 

Up to 10 o’clock in the morning, in addi- 
tion to the double rows of upright timbers 
in front of the church and the Park Na- 


tional Bank, on opposite sides of the 
street, there were two single rows of tim- 
bers just clear of the car tracks in the 
street. During the night there were some 
cross pieces which forced the trucks to 
take to the street car tracks to pass the 
temporary structure. These were cleared 
from the east side of the street by 7 
o'clock, and the boss carpenter and his 
men worked until 10 o'clock to remove 
those on the west side of the street and 
take down the uprights in the middle of the 
street on that side, leaving only the single 
row of uprights east of the tracks to show 
for the night’s work between the curbs, 
The fact that the men worked until 10 
o'clock in the morning was made the 
ground for a great deal of grumbling and 
declarations of bad faith against the con- 
tractors, who had promised and contracted 
to leave off work except during the night. 


OBJECT TO DITCH METHOD. 


Brooklyn Business Men Prepare to Act 
in the Matter of Fulton Street 
Subway Construction. 


A large number of the merchants and 
business men of Fulton Street, Brooklyn, 
met yesterday afternoon at the Brooklyn 
Club for the purpose of organizing forthe 
protection of their interests against the 
possibility of the ditch method of construc- 
tion being resorted to in the building of the 
Fulton Street section of the Brooklyn rapid 
transit tunnel. A temporary organization 
was effected, and the memisers of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee were instructed to call 
upon the Rapid Transit Commission and try 
to learn just what plan will be followed in 


the work of constructing the subway in 
Fulton Street. An attempt will also be 
made to exact some promise as to the 
length of time that the street will be dis- 
turbed. 

In the event that the merchants do not 
receive satisfactory assurances that the in- 
convenience and annoyance incident to the 
tunnel work will be reduced to a minimum 
a large organization of the business men 
affected will be formed to fight for the pro- 
tection of their interests.

Exciting Incident in Universal To- 
bacco Company Case. 


Vice Chancellor Pitney Not Inclined to 
Appoint a Receiver for the Concern 
—Arguments of Counsel. 


At the conclusion of the arguments pro 
and con for the appointment of.a receiver 
for the Universal Tobacco Company, Vice 
Chancellor Henry ©. Pitney ih. the Chan- 
cery Court at Jersey City yesterday after- 
noon threatened to commit Wheeler H: 
Peckham for contempt unless that lawyer 
resumed his seat and ceased making re- 
marks that ‘the court considered objection- 
able. W. Bourke Cochran, who with Mr. 
Petkham and James W. Osborne appeared 
for the defendant company, also had a 
lively time with the Vice Chancellor while 
he was making his speech, but was not 
threatened with commitment. 

After Julien T. Davies, one of the counsel 
for the complaingnt stockholders, had ter- 
minated his argument Vice Chancellor Pit- 
ney observed that he would not appoint a 
receiver at this time, and in fact was not 
inclined to,do so at all, He enjoined the 
negotiation of any of the stock or bonds of 
the company between now and Sept. 8, The 
Vice Chancellor then referred to a state- 
ment made by the lawyers for the com- 
plainants that an application made by their 
clients to examine the books of the com- 
pany had been ignored. 

“Gentlemen,” said the Vice Chancellor, 
speaking to the defendants’ lawyers, “I 
would advise you to allow the complain- 
ants to examine the books of the company. 
Although I do not order such an investi- 
gation, nevertheless I think it only right

Tilford for the part he had played in the 
case, notwithstanding that the aged Vice 
Chancellor repeatedly told him that it was 
of no use to try and drag the name of Mr 
Tilford into the proceedings. 

After Mr. Cockran, Julien T. Davies spoke 
briefly for the complainants, saying that Mr.

Sanders was 
terribly beaten, and then he pulled his own 
revolver and fired at the three men, killing 
Peters and Gilhooley and injuring Russo 
80 severely that he remained in a hospital 
until recently, when he was remanded to 
patrol duty. Sanders was also a patient in 
the hospital until a short time ago, when 
he had recovered sufficiently to be removed 
to the Tombs prison. 

The Grand Jury yesterday epent two 
hours considering the evidence adduced in 
the case py the District Attorney's office 
and failed to find an indictment. 

Assistant District Attorney Perkins said | 
in court that from the evidence in the case { 
it was clearly shown that Sanders had been 
attacked by Gilhooley, and did not shoot 
until he had been beaten by the policemen 
and they had drawn their revolvers.

SAVED HIS GUEST’S LIFE. 


George W. Cook Plunged After Man 
Who Fell or Was Dragged from 
His Yacht While Fishing. 


George W. Cook of Fulton Street, near 
Rockaway Road, Jamaica, yesterday saved 
John Hillicker of Richmond Hill from 
drowning in Jamaica Bay. The rescue is 
the third in which Cook has been con- 
cerned within as many weeks, and the sec- 
ond in which he has saved a life unaided 
during that period. : 

During the Summer Mr. Cook, who owns 
a naphtha yacht and a bungalow on Hook 


Creek, one of the arms of Jamaica Bay, 
spends most of his spare time boating and

They were at anehor and had had a suc- 
cessful hour's weakfishing when Mr. Hill- 
icker hooked what is believed to have been 
a shark, and he either fell or was pulled 
overboard. ~ 

The swiftly running tide had carried him 
a long way helow the boat before Cook, 
who had pluriged to the rescue, could reach 
the drowning man, who was unconscious 
when hauled on board the yacht.

(he Trow General Directory of the Bor- 
oughs of Manhattan and the Bronx for 
1908 is out.

LEGAL NOTES. 

PROHIBITION LAW IN DaNoEeR.—The Iowa 
prohibition law is again in danger. A writ 
of error has been granted to review a de- 
cision of the State court by the United 
States Supreme Court. “The case is vital 
to the Iowa prohibitory liquor law. If the 
highest court in the land declares that the 
State court is wrong, the door will again 
be opened for utter disregard of prehibition 
in Iowa in substantially the same manner 
that was followed when the “ original pack- 
age saloons’’ were opened and maintained. 
The State of Iowa sued the American Ex- 
press Company, an agent of which in Tama 
County had received sundry quart bottles 
of intoxicating liquors, which had been 
shipped to customers from Rock Island, 


Ii., and on each of which there was a 
Cc. O. D. collection charge, in addition to 
the express charge. The liquors were 
seized and condemned by a Justice of the 
Peace, but afterward released. On the 
State’s appeal the Supreme Court ordered 
a reversal. The question was: Were the 
sales actually made? Is a C. O. D. sale to 
be deemed an absolute sale, or a contract of 
sale which is not complete until actual 
delivery to the buyer? he State court, in 
its opinion, follows a previous decision in 
the Seventieth lowa Reports, where it was 
held that the express company is agent of 
the consignor, with authority to transfer 
title to the property sent upon payment of 
the purchase price. Discussing the general 
speulte of the case, the court said: *“ The 
express company in effect engaged in the 
business of selling, through agents in this 
State, at retail intoxicating liquors, shipped 
by it for that purpose from the State of 
Illinois. This was a mere device, as_it 
seems to some of us, to evade the police 
laws of this Commonwealth, and that the 
doctrine of ‘ original packages or of free- 
dom of inter-State commerce does not apply 
to a business of this character. In assum- 
ing to collect the puranese price and to 
hold possession until the price was paid, it 
was in no proper sense engaged in inter- 
State commerce.” Ave

LIABILITY OF DIRECTORS FOR FAILURE TO 
Fite ANNUAL RepoRTS.—The Cattaraugus 
Water Gompany was organized in 1890. In 
1804, when the village of Cattaraugus erect- 
ed an opposition plant, the water company 
ceased to do business. It subsequently 
brought an action against the village which 
involved the question of water supply. The 
action was tried in July, 1895, and resulted 
favorably to the defendant. A year later 
proceedings were taken to foreclose a mort- 
gage upon the company’s property and 
franchises, and in July, 1896, the property 
was sold. The corporation was insolvent 
during the years 1 and 1896, but no ac- 
tion was ever brought by or against it for 
its. dissolution or for the distribution of 
its assets among its creditors. In an action 
by Henry M. Stevenson against William H. 
Cowan and others, the Directors of the 
water company, to enforce their liability 
as Direetors for a failure to file annu 
reports in the years 1895 and 1896, a judg- 
ment in favor of the defendants has been 
reversed by the Third Appellate Division. 
The Directers were successful in the court 
below because the trial Justice found that 
the water company had abandoned its busi- 
ness The Appellate Court holds that the 
abandonment of the company s business 
during the years 1895 and 1896 was merely 
temporary, and that the Directors were 
not relieved from the consequences of the 
failure of the corporation to file annual 
reports during those years. The mere fact,

stock corporation ceases doing business 
does t relieve its Directors from the 
ne ty of fil an annual report. In
